57. Images, reverenced in Chriſtian 
Churches , barre the doores againſt both 
T »rk and few: who counts us worſe that 
Canibals tor eating onwr God, as they (ay 
we doe in tbe Euchariſt; a ſcandall we 
owe tothe Corrr of Rome. 

58. Notwithſtandiog the incomparable 
firergth of this Liow, you may find all 
his Treaties lined with the fur of the Fox, 
not tying himſeife np fo {traight by Pro 
miſe or Obligation, bat that be hath (il 
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a muſe open to.break through upon any 
great advantage: And in this he is not 
a liccle bebolding to the manner of his 
Stile, alwaies fuller of byperbolicall Civie 
cies than reall Aſſurances: yet rather 
than leave his Repre under the reproach 
of a broken Faith, he layes the fault upon 
the Miſtake of ſome Miniſter of State , by 
whoſe bloud -he expungeth all ſtains. of 
Diſhonour , not leaving them legible by 
any of bis own, but ſuch as have learned 
to decypher the Char after of Princes,who 
are but few in this welk-compoſed Go- 
yernment , and thoſe comfortably em» 
ployed in publick Service,or decently laid 
dy, for prevention of miſchief: It remain» 
ing paſt peradventure ,' That /ach as have 
Heads apt for Connſell, may upon « Diſcon- 
tent, find Hearts as apt for Rebellicn. 

59. Though this Aforarch, if be ſtands 
night in his Subjefts effeem , is not very 
ſolicitows afrer Repute' from Strangers , 
yet, by realon of Iis'yvaſt Power, he is 


not ofren neceſlitated to tread ſuch baſe - 


paths,as our weaker Princes are forced to 
walke in,thact bave for the moſt part no- 
thing bur Shifts co ſubſiſt by, which like 
Mines under tbe walles of Townes, bring

of Oathes , 'as they ſerve for little more 
than Ceremony of State, and to bair traps 
for their poor Subjects and other weake 
and ill- adviſed Strangers. W bich may give 
occaſion for an Enquiry ,. 1þat fipce 
all men cannot agree, Whether a 7 olers-

- And becauſe on 
God 1s univerſally owned, all Proteſtati- 
ons ſhould be taken under that ſingle 
Name , without any other | addition;

Not that a practice of holy Dwtics can 
pollibly be more the reaſon of Falfboud in 
the one, than Profaneſſe, of Trathin the 
other, But having made themſelves more 
famitar with the Mercy, than Juſtice of 
God, and preſnming upon the certainty 
of their -own Salvation , and Damnatics 
of others (for which rhey have no better 
warrant than the voice ofa Spirit , con- 
jured up only in their Imaginations, the 
more to be luſpected; becauſe it befriends

from private Examinations, and Yneſti 
ons {0 unexpected and artificially put, a 
no premeditated Combination can evade, 


they extract grounds for Sentence: By 


which, mahce is deteared & perjury pre- 
vented, frequent amongſt us, where the 
Lives and Eſtates of conſcientious people 
are without remedy expoſedto their mer 
cy, who ſcruple not the calling God 2 
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the witneſſe of a Lie. Nor can there be 


imagined any berter way how to avoid 


this miichiet, or yeild a fincere and taith- 


full Obedience to the precept of our S$a« 
viour, Swear not at all, &c. (which rhe 
corrupt gl:(ſes of Expoſitors labour much, 
though in vaine, to elude) then, if, in-

It is 
true, he ſtyles himſclfc the Servant of Sere 
vants,butis-content to be worſhipped un- 
der the tirle of Lord of Lordr:Nay ſome of 
bis Flatterers have given him the name of 
a God,yet with Pa»l & Barnabas, he doth 
nor rend his Cloathes, ſaying, He # a man 
ſubjeft to infirmities, as others are; but ra» 
ther ſeeks ro ſeem worthy of thisTitle, by 
proclaiming to the world, That he cannot 
erre, a power God hath wholly reſeryed 
to himſelfe, or if communicated (which I 
will not now. —_— it is onely to the 
Charch in generall, when,in his feare they 
ſhall meer to determine matters ofReligi- 
on.

For 1t ſuch interruptions had not been,ſo 
undecent a proceeding ſhould never have 
taken place,as was in the Conncit of Trent; 
where the Emperor ſuffered the Popeto be 
Party & 7 wage, & the Biſhops bereft of all 
power,either to propoſe or determin.Nor 
were the P/aiwiffs admitted to more tar 
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vour or liberty of Diſputation,than to re. 
main quier, and hear themſelves-conden- 
ned.ſo as,in concluſion, though this Syd 
was deſired only to abate thepower,&re- 
form the abuſes of the Coxr: of Rome, it 
was managed by them with ſo much Po» 
licy, that it did rather much ſtrengthen & 
confirm the exorbitant power of that ce. 
The greateſt tkings-in diſpute between 
Papift and Proteſtant, are matters concer- 
ning Profir or Honour, which may farisfy 
any not delighted with blindneſſe, that 
_ they were brought in by the diligerce of 
the Pricſts, raking advantage from the ip- 
gorance of preceding Ages.

ſes of his Enemies: For if any by-reſpect 
could have warped him, it would have 
been a deſire to appeaſe the bot Diſpute, 
the retentio of this error raiſed in hisown 


I Party, wholly of his judgment but inth's 
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particular, in which Zwinglizs, and the 
Helvetian Church did oppoſe him. And 
if this be not enough to waſh him clean 
trom the 1imputation of Selt-ends and Coe 
vecouſneſle,the Proverbuled in Germany 
may, T hat Poor Luther made many rich. 
As he was pr:tetted from a number of 
appavent miſchi- fr, 10 the ſame had freed. 
him from many hiagen, 1n reſpect of the 
eyes of the world. it being unpoſible,that 
he, who had gall'd ſo many Granaces,, 
ſhould not have Revenge laid in wait for 
him,in every corner: Experience proving, 
that K:»gs themſelves can ſcarce whiſper 
again{t the Court of Rowe, but the Knife 
1s ready to give chem a finall Anſwer. His 
Death was with as lictle Moleſtation , as 
Ins Life. was full: For bcing call'd ro the: 
County of anſfie/aithe place of hisbirch, 
to determinea Cale in controverſie be-. 
tween two Prices of that Fan! y, he. aicd 
there in the ſixey third year of tus Age. 

Had the Apoſtles, nay onr Saviour him- 
ſelfe been-alive,and maintained what Zx- 
ther did, they bad been perſecuted by the 
Clergy: Therefore the Crucifying of Chriſt 
1s no prodigy inNature, but daily practiſd 
among men:For he that can find che heart 
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to igmatize and whip his Brother, for an 
Error meerly in 7#dgment, would never 
have ſpared Peter or Paxl, coming with 
no more viſible Authority then they had. 
But this is not the way to ſuppreſſe anHe- 
reſy, fince moſt are jealous of that opini- 
00, which uſerh the Sword for herDefence; 
Trath having been long ſince determined 
to be moſt ſtrong: And where Oppreſſion 
is,there for the moſt part, ſhe is ſuppoſed 
o be. This ſhews as little Diſcretion as 
Fharity in ſuch as per/ecare thoſe, that * 
may be in the Right, or, if not, ſhall by 
this means, be kept the longer in the 
Wrong. If a Horſe ſtarts, the more he is 
beaten, the harder he is kept in the way, 
but let him ſtand, & have leiſure to con» 
ſider what he blanched at, & he will per- 
ceive it is a Block, and ſo go on. Yet it 1s 
neither cruelty nor imprudece,to reſtrain 
ſuch furious$pirits(as they do Dogs) that 
will baw! & fly at all they do not know: 
But 1 ſhould be utterly againſt b«rning 
their Books in publick, if they have once 
gained the light, which only adds co their 
price,& ſaves them a labour, becauſe,if the 
State did not pur them in credit, by their 
notice, they would perhaps, after a while 
for 
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for ſhame, burn them themſelves. The 
Whip reforms not ſo much as him that ene 
dures it, but is taken as a triumph by the 
.FaRtion,increaſing their animokity, if notſk 
their number; So that in effect i proves 'a 
puniſhment to none but the honeſt and 
eender-hearted of the people,who cannotun 
chooſe but be ſcandalized, ro lee the 1- 
mage of God defaced, by carting Ears ll 
and ſlittino Noſess &c. And this raiterba 
mo ſuſpition- that the Hand of Juflic 
' would not: lie ſo-heavy onely on gbe p 
Ciler (ide, but that ſomerhing mclines-it Ys 
that may at Jaſtturne to the ſubverſion 
of the moſt moderate part. 

The Datch, though they: tolerate all Re 
I1y3ons & Tenents, yet none increaſed to 
their prejudice , till they ſtrove ro ſup- 
preſſe the Arminians , who are in taſt as 
like the Papiſfts , as Scallions are to, Oni- 
ons, all the difference is, thar the latter is 
che ſtronger: Yer-ſince they have let them Þ 
alone, this Opinion is obſerved to be leſle 
numerouſly attended. 

Had the Pope - ſeaſonably reformed 
the Error Luther diſcovered 1o apparent- 
ly, in the publication of /nd-/gences, and 
rewarded him a &:ſeprick, for his Lear« 
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elty can never be recalled, railing a far 
greater Party out of a thirſt of Revenge 

| than ever yet could be muſtred up fro 

| - 'the bope of 1mpanity. 

| Therefore t6-conclude, fince Lathe 
alone had the power to do ſo much, let u 
not be thus ſevere againſt others, tha 
having their zeal kindled{though perhap 
at the wrong end) run madding through 

| the world, but rather pity them,if they be 

'Y bein an errour; Becauſe they ſomething 

reſemble the firſt \eſſengers of Truth. 
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
